‘Naws from Abroad—A Sorry “Goat,” 
Respectable news» tpers cannot be too care- 
fal how they insert {n their columns letter: 
and stuements from strolling correspondents. 
While such. or other contributors to the news- 


- paper literature of the world confine them- 


selves to denunelations of whole classés of a 
community, ot to moralizing on the condition 
of society. their writings can go for just what 
they are worth, and perhaps the most of read- 
ers know how to weigh stch expressions of 
opinion ; but when they assume to give a 
statement of fact and thus undertake to write 
history, care should be taken that the one is 
not misstated and the other perverted. . These 
thonghts have been suggested by a perusal of 
whut purports to be a letter from Salt Lake 
City, dated Feb. 6th, to the Missouri Demo- 
crat,a paper of large circulation aad good 
standing. The veracious writer opens with a 
trathful narrative of the then recent news 
from Bannack, detailing the hanging of tie 
highwaymen by the Vigilance Committee. 
He then, for lack of facts to fill a letter (prob 

ably) draws extensively on his imagination. 
and states “that the Territory (of Utah) is 
likely to be in commotion soon on account of 
the Indians.” All of which we muy here 
state, is pure bosh. The Indians are peacefui 
and the “indications ’’ do not point to any 
such state of affairs, as this imaginative writer 


suggesis. 

However, to give a little color to his sug- 
gestions of an “Indian war” this spring. the 
correspondent in@ulges in the following ex- 
cessively funny and sensational ccinage from 
his prolific brain. Our readers will be sur- 
prised to read this graphic account. published 
in all seriousness in the Democrat, and we 
give it entire : 

“The Indians have got to be very daring of 
late. and an instance of their daring occurred 
only the day before yesterday. It was the 
Utes, toe. who furnished it and not the Go 
shutes. The parties who have suffered are 
Artemus Ward, the lecturer: Dr. Hingston. 
his ugeut and associate, and Mr. S. M. Irwin. 
the sector. Artemus Ward arrived bere about 
amonth ago and pat up at the Salt Lake 
Houe.

The 
took the upper road at the foot of the Wasat 
mountains, and when at a place called Puint 
of the Meuntain. about eighteen mites distant 
from here, they came suddenly upon a camp 
of Ute Indians. who firet asked them for meu: 
and then demaaded their borses. From Mr. 
Irwin who is the only one of these who have 
come back to the city. we leara the particu 
lars of the affair,!!). Dr Hingston drew bis re- 
volver (!) and shot down the Indian who tried 
to take bis borse. Mr. Ward bad no pistol with 
bim. but was fortunate enough to have a bowie 
knife, with which Irwin reports him to bave 
fofght valiant!y(!!). Irwin. the third of the 
ja.ty, was wonoded in the shoulder by an 
arrow. He. eturned the compliment by shoot 
ing one ludian. at least, (!) and then made a 
desperate attempt to save bis friends. The at- 
tempt to get them off was bopeiess. und he bad 
no alternative but to put spurs to his borse 
and flee. He thinks Artemus Ward is wound-

Cuicaco, March 11. 
A correspondent who accompanied 
Sherman’s expedition, 


been successful in the object for which 
it wassentout. With 20 days rations 
it left Vicksburg on the 3d of Feb. 
In crossing the Big Black the next 
day, he had a sharp fight of an hour’s 
duration with Wirt Adams’ cavalry, 
and drove them beyond Jackson, at 
which place our army camped that 
night. We marched to Brandon the 
next morning, where we skirmished 
with some rebel cavalry and drove 
them out. On reaching Murton, we ell- 
countered a division of Loring Frenchb’s, 
who had been throwing up defenses 
and evidently intended to fight, but 
as our forces came up they sluwly re- 
treated without, firing a gun ; on the 
14th Hulburt’s corps entered Meridian, 
the remainder of the expedition fol- 
lowing on the ensuing day, after hav- 
‘ing destroyed the town of Hillsboro, 
Scott county. On the way to Meridian 
we encountered some rebel cavalry and 


ing, and then touk possession of the 
town and held it four days ; during 
that time expeditions were sent out, 
which destroyed seventy miles of rail- 
ruad running out of Meridian, inclad- 
ing over thirty-thousand feet of bridg- 
ing material and a large amonpt of 
rolling stock was also destroyed. The 
rebels themselves destroyed conside- 
rable rolling stock to prevent it from 
falling into our hands ; while this was 
being done, the town uf Enterprise, a 
village railroad station, was destroyed, 
together with a large amount of rebel 
stores. ‘There had been no intention 
of going to Selma, and the main body 
of the army never went beyond Me- 
ridian. 

Another correspondent says: It 
was confidently reported that Polk had 
14,000 men at Meridian, yet he dare 
not make a stand. The expedition 
was at no time in duyger from the 
enemy’s resistanee, on the Contrary, 
the utmost terror was caused by vur 
advance ; the country was generally 
helpless. The country throagh which 
the expedition passed wus thinly peo- 
pled, and most of the residents were 
poor ; many of them would be glad to 
return to the Union again. Sinith’s 
cavalry was to have joined the expedi- 
tion at Meridian ; if they had done so 
they would have been used to do im- 
portant service on the Tombigbee. 
The expedition left Canton on the 4th, 
and arrived at .Vicksburg on the Tth. 
Nothing is said about cavalry fighting 
in the vicinity of Canton as reported 
through rebel sources a few days since.
